Oi'R Relations with Spain. —We think 
it extremely strange that Congress is 
about to adjourn without doing anything 
in the wav of settling our difficulties with 
Spain. It will be remembered by our 
readers that soon after the occurrence of 
the outrage upon the Black Warrior in the 
harbor of Havana, President Pierce sent 
in a message to Congress informing thorn 
of the particulars of that high-handed af- 
fair, and asking of them, in case of a fail- 
ure to adjust it by 'diplomacy, to provide 
ways and means for indemnilication. He 
had-foresight enough to see that but little, 
if anything, could be done to redress our 
wrongs by Diplomacy. He knew the 
character of the Spaniard too well, to put 
much faith in that mode of settling diffi- 
culties, with such a people. His wisdom 
has been shown in this as in all the rest 
of his acts. More than five months have 
passed, and notwitstanding the unremit- 
ting exertions of our able and accom- 
plished Minister at Madrid, nothing as 
yet has been done, for Spain is too fool- 
hardy and hot-headed to yield to anything 
that savors of mildness. Arrogant and 
self-conceited, she will not stoop to such 
an uncavalier way of redressing wrongs 
as concessions and apologies.
